A ROYAL COUP. 


Plots of French Monarchists 


_ Life of the Republic Trembling in the 
Balance. 


THE YOUNG DUKE OF ORLEANS TO LEAD 
THE ATTACK. 


Deputies and Others Tainted With the 
Panama Canal Affair Promised Im- 
munity for Assistance—The Army Re- 
mains Loyal to the Government—Great 
Events Hurrying France to a Tremend- 
ous Upbeaval—Latest Developments. 


Panis, Dec. 21.—The excitement over the 
Panama scandal is to-day greater than ever, 
and the wildest reports areafioat of Mon- 
archists’ plots and coming arrests. It is as- 
serted that Herz has been incommuncication 
in London with agents of the Count of Paris. 
and that the exposure of the Thierree checks 
is directly attributable to royal influence, 
Another rumor is that the officials and Depu- 
ties, as well as civilians, connected with the 
Panama scandal have had it intimated to 
them that their salvation lies in the espousal 
of royalist schemes, and that all their of- 
fenses will be condoned if they will consent 
to betray the Republic. Confidence is 
placed by well informed people in 
both these rumors, and it is ap- 
parent that royalist agents have assumed an 
activity they had not displayed for years, and 
there is also evidence that royalist money Is 
again afioat. Should affairs take a turn 
favorable to a coup d’etatin behalf of royalty 
itis probable, accordingto current report, 
that the young Duke of Orleans would be Se- 
lected to lead the attack. The young Duke is 
more popular than any other member of bis 
family, and his offer to serve inthe army as 
aconscript, when he came of age, made a 
widely favorable impression. 

THE ARMY LOYAL. 

The great difficulty in the way ofa Royalist 
coup is that there are no signs of disloyalty 
inthearmy. M. De Freycinet, the Minister 
of War, is untouched bytho scandals that 
have besmirched his colleague, Rouvier, and 
he has the devoted and loyal attachment of 
the generals in higher command. ‘he mill- 
tary forces in the neighborhood of Paris are 
kept under the strictest discipline and the 
greatest vigilance is exercised to prevent 
any tampering with thetroops. The officers 
of the army are, as a rule, of Republican 
sympathies, the Royalist and Bonapartist 
elements, especially the former, having been 
relegated on various pretexts to innocuous 
positions. The Government, it is said, has 
no doubt of the fidelity of the troops and 
would at once call upon tbe garrison 
of Paris in case of an outdreak on 
the part of the Royalists. The zeal 
of the enemies of the Republic is also checked 
by the report made current unofficially, but 
not doubted by anybody, that in the event of 
an insurrection, martiallaw would at once 
be prociaimed and every insurgent captured 
in arms either shot oathe spot or executed 
after a summary court-martial. 

ItisKknown that officers of the navy are 
much more royalist in their tendency than 
those of the army, but no danger to the Re- 
public is expected from the navy, as it is be- 
lieved thatthe officers in command, how- 
ever ardently some of them might welcome 
the re-establishment of monarchy, would 
hesitate long before risking the loss of their 
desirable positions. 

MONARCHISTS WATCHED. 

The movements of the Monarchist agitators 
are being carefully waiched by agents of 
the Governmentin France, England and in 
Spain, and a special watch is being Kept at 
the passes of the Pyrennees for fear thata 
royalist movement might be attempted from 
that direction. 
mit is said that every movement of the Count 
of Paris, the Duke of Orleans and other mem- 
bers of the exiled house have been reporte4 
accuately, for more than two weeks past to 
the Ministry of the Interior and thence to 
President Carnot. 

At present the Monarc hists seem to be 
directing their efforts chiefly to fanning the 
excitement among the Deputies and sowing 
the seeds of jealousy, fear and suspicion. 
They are apparently confident that the break 
down of the Ribot Ministry would be followed 
by revolution, with all its opportunities fora 
return of the House of Orleans to power. The 
news from various parts of France is not very 
reassuring tothe Government and serves to 
strengthen the hopes of its enemies, The 
many thousands of small proprietors and 
others who lost their money in the 
Yanama enterprise are said to be 
more disgusted withthe revelations of ve- 
nality and treachery than they were dlis- 
tressed by the loss of the money, andacon- 
siderable number of them are inclined to 
_hold Kepubiigan institutions rather than in- 

dividuals responsibie for the loss and dlis- 
grace. The Gaulois to-day publishes an in- 
terview with M. Andrieux, in which he 
gays that the ten Deputies about to be prose- 
 guted wilialmost compiecte the list obtained 
from the stubs of the Thierree checks. 

Senator Deves in an interview inthe Matin 
says that the course taken towards him was 
a shametul attack upona man who had not 
yet been heard, that he had never mixed 
himself up in the Panama affairs and was 
confident of his ability to meet all charges. 
Others of the accused and their friends as- 
sert that the Goverment is prosecuting some 
ofthe accused onthe most filmsy evidence 
and with the hope of extracting under exam. 
ination admissions that woula justify a trial. 
M. Viasse, whois implicated inthe Panama 
scandal, has starte for Cologne. 

PROSECUTIONS ORDERED. 

Asa result of yesterdry’s work five Depu- 
ties and five Senators are to be prosecuted. 
Amongthe ten, Ove of them had held prom- 
‘ {ment positions. They are M. Ronvier, M. 
Rocbe, M. Deves, M.Thevenet and M, Proust, 
all formerly Ministers. Therets M. Albert 
Grevy, brother of the former President and 
who wa s Governor-General of Algeria; 
M. Leon{Renault, who was Prefect of Police, 
/ g@nadM. Beral, who was Inspector-General 
of Mines, Tue Immediate consequence of to- 
day’sevents will be most serious, for grave 
' peproaches can be made against the present 
. Ministry.

then the accused men are lost, The prosecu- 
tions were voted unanimously, the Chamber 
being in a fever of excitement. The session 
was worthy of the great sessions of the Com- 
mune. 

Minister Loubet says that the prosecutions 
announced to come are absolutely necessary 
to purge the Republic. Some of the accused 
might clear themselvés, but the others must 
be expelled from the Parliament they have 
dishonored. Those whocriticise the Govern- 
ment for severity should await develop: 
ments. 

According to the stataments issued by the 
liquidators, the amount expended by the 
Panama Canal Co. reached the enormous 
total of $260,000,000. M. Achille Moncnhicourt, 
the last liquidator, placed under the follow- 
ing heads the sums expended: Preparatory 
work and organization, $35,000,000; ‘conces- 
sion and general expenses, $12,800,000; ad- 
vertisements, taxes, etc., $17,600,000; Ccon- 
struction materialiand transportation, $33,- 
200,000; purchase of Panama Raltlroad, $18,- 
800,000; paid to sharehciders as interim in- 
terest and invested for payment of lottery 
bonds, $54,200,000. 

According to this account not the whole of 
$260 000,000 has been lost. One-fifth of this sum 
has been repaid to the oubscribers in the 
shape of interest ad interim.Then there are 
assets represented by the fourth, fifth and 
sixthitems. These cost a little over $140, 00U,- 
000 und their present value is estimated at 
about $4,000,000. The other three items, 
amounting toa little over $65,000,000 are a to- 
tal loss,Of the whole amount expended only a 
little over one-third was spent in the actual 
construction of the canal. 


BLAINE’S CONDITION. 


He Passed a Good Nightand Is Holding 
His Improvement. 


WASHINGTOXN, D. C., Dec. 21.—At Mr. 
Blaine’s house this morning inguirers were 
told that he had passed a comfortable night 
and was about the same as he was yesterday. 
Dr. Johnston paid his usual morning visit to 
Mr. Blaine to-day. The slumbers ofthe dis- 
tinguished patient had not been disturbed 
during the night. He haG rested comforta- 


bly andthe doctor was ableto give tothe 
family the assurance that Mr. Blaine’s con- 
dition was no worse thanit had been the day 
before, when he was, speaking ina relative 
sense only, getting along fairly well. 

To a reporter Dr. Johnston said: ‘**Mr. 
Blaine is just about the same as he was yes- 
terday—that is tosay there has been no ap- 
preciable change since yesterday. Ithink I 
told you thenthat he was doing pretty well. 
No,’’ added the doctor, ‘‘there is nothing 
ee to say this morning about his con- 

ition.’”’ 

the freedom from a recurrence of the 
dreadful attack of depressed vitality to which 
Mr. Blaine was subject Sunday has tended to 
cheer the members of Mr. Biaine’s house- 
hold, and this morning callers were informed 
that ‘‘Mr. Blaine rested comfortably and 
seems a little better.’’ 

This expresses the hopeful view of the situ- 
ation, and wasatrifie more sanguine than 
the very caretuland conservative statement 
of the doctor. 

The public interest in Mr. Blaine’s condi- 
tion, while strong, isnot so keenasit.wasa 
few days ago, when forthe first time there 
came a full realization of the fact that he was 
near the end of his brilliant career, andasa 
consequence there were not many caliers to- 
day at the old-fashioned square red brick 
house where Mr. Blaine has made his home 
for the last few years, and the family were 
able to have the comparative quiet 
wished. Representative Bingham 
Pennsylvania was one of the eariy morning 
callers. The news he received at the door was 
g000 as farasit went, but Mr. Bingham felt 
no more than temporary reliefat it. ‘‘lam 
afraid there is no hope,’’ he said, ‘‘it is the 
end that unfortunately must come to ait of 
usand Mr. Blaine is comparatively young. 
His loss will take a great man out of the Gov- 
ernment.’’ 

Itisentirely premature to discuss as yet 
the removal of Mr. Blaine from Washington 
toaclimate more favorabie tohim. He has 
only recovered slightly from the severe at- 
tack of Sunday and is still extremely weak 
and has little thought of what is taking place 
about him, 


IMMIGRATION LAW. 


Senator Chandler’s Prohibitory Bill Likely 
to Pass. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—An immigra- 
tion law will be enacted this session. It will 
probably be Senator Chanaler’s bill providing 
for a total suspension of immigration for one 
year. A joint meeting of the House and 
Senate Committee on Immigration was held 
to-day and the various measures now before 


the committee were discussed. A reporter 
ee Senator Chandler immediately after- 
ward, 

‘*I find the sentiment in. my committee 
overwhelmingly in favor of the bill,’’ said 
the Senator, ‘*Whether the bill wtiil be re- 
ported qs the final result of the committee’s 
deliberations I can notsay. Perhaps some- 
thing else will be agreed upon. There is, 
however, no doubt that something will be 
done. I want to be put upon reetord as 
strongly indorsing the Herald’s position on 
the ‘ten-dollar emigrant’ question.

The physicians agreed that 
there was no special disease, and while there 
were some slight indications of paralysis his 
condition was due to nervous prostration,the 
result of over evertion and excitement. 

A trip to Fort Monroe was advised and

The General found the air too keen in bis 
weak and nervous condition and he remained 
but a week, and shortly after his return to 
Washington suffered a relapse, from which 
he has but recently rallied.

TO THE DEATH 


Clemenceau and Deroulede Fight 
a Duel To-Day. 


Each of the Combatants Resolved to 
Take the Other’s Life. 


PISTOLS, IT IS SAID, WILL BE THE 
WEAPONS CHOSEN. 


The Noted French Orator One of the Best 
Shots in France—Seconds Named for 
the Combat—Dramatic Scene in the 
Chamber of Deputies Which Brought 
About the Hostile Meeting—Clemen- 
ceau’s Career. 


Panis, Dec. 21.—The coming duel between 
M. Clemenceau, editor of Za Justice, and M. 
Deroulede,who assailed M.Clemenceau in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, the latte. 
retorting that Deroulede lied, isone of the 
main topics in Paris to-day. 

M. Deroulede has granted M. Clemenceau a 
choice of weapons, and preparations for the 
event are being pushed forward. It ts said 
the weapons will be pistols, with which 
Clemenceau possesses skill in handling second 


to no man in France, 


The friends of M. Clemenceau say that he 
intends a duel tothe death,and will be sat- 
isfiled with pothing short of this. On the 
other hand, M. Deroulede’s friends aver 
that he also is of deadly mind, and means to 
kill Clemenceau or be killed himself. 

AD aspect of business enterprise savoring 
of American newspaper methods !s given to’ 
the affair by the report that in order to pre- 
vent La Justice from having an exclusive re-

port of the duel, and thereby making enor- 
mous sales,which would be especially harrow- 
ing to Deroulede’s friends inthe case of his 
defeat, the latter have promised to keep 
other papers fully and promptly posted on 
the subject. 

Both the combatants looked pale and 
earnest this morning, but otherwise showed 
no sign ofapprehension. The friends of both 
are loudintheir predictions of victory for 
one or the other and look torward with great 
interest to the event. 

THE LIF PASSED. 

The incident which brought the meeting 
about was most dramatic. Shortly after the 
Chamber reassembied last evening, M. De- 
roulede ascended the tribune and declared 
thatthe most guilty individual in the whole 
Panama scandal wasthe man who had es- 
caped accusation, because he held all F rance 
in terror of his sword, his pistol and his pen. 
He declared his intention to name him, and 
amid breathless excitement he pointed to the 
great Radical, M. Clemenceau, and callea 
him by name. He proceeded to denounce 
himin scathing terms, and the house and 
galleries listened, alimost expecting on the 
spot the tragedy which the words portended. 

Clemenceau sat silent till the accuser fin- 
ished his terrific denunciation, then walked 
slowly to the tribune and began in measured 
passioniess words a response. He made a 
quiet denial of the charges, eloquent and 
simpleinits terms. He paid little attention 
to his accuser individually until his very last 
sentence. Then, in placid, but deadly tones, 
withoutany display of teeling, he applied 
the epithet ‘‘liar’’ to Deroulede. During 
this speech Clemenceau made a sneering al- 
lusion to Boulanger, accusing him of com- 
plicity with the seif-exiled Dr. Herz. This 
was at once resented by M. Millevoye. 
in lan guage that could only be answered by a 
challenge to combat. Deputies Thompson 
and Menard Dorian will second Clemenceau 
in both enconnters. Du Mentile! and Baries 
will represent Derou' ede, and Jourde and 
Coussod will take care of Millevoye’s inter- 
ests. As all concerned are Deputies, the 
duel can take place anywhere, as they are 
exempt from prosecution. 

CLEMENCEAU’S CAREER. 

After the fall of Louls Napoleon M. Clemen- 
ceau’s rise as a national Ngure was rapid. 
He lias been an active figure in political dis- 


cussions and has fought many duels. 


When he returned to Praris he first met 
Gambetta, whom he had known wellin the 
Quartier Latin, and on the night of Sept. 3 
went round Belleville for him, with Brateret, 
to tell the members of the National Guard 
there to meet next day in the Place de la 
Concorde and make a clean sweep of the Em- 
pire. M,. Gambetta sent him ‘to the Mayor.- 
alty of Montmartre. During the siege his 
popularity rose fast and he was returned at 
the next general election to the Assembly. 

He afterward was returned from the Third 
Arrondissement of Paris. Naturally he has 
nearly always been with the opposition. 

Next to Oassagnac, M. George’s Clemen- 
ceau has been regarded as an adversary 
most to be dreaded in debate or on the duel. 
ing field in France. 

HIS FORCE AS AN ORATOR. 

M. Clemenceau’s small-featured face, with 
its quick, restiess black eye, its mobile ex- 
pression, and its subtle, somewhat sinister 
smile, combined with his incessant move- 
ment of body, proclaims what in America is 
called ‘‘the dangerous man.’’ He always 
appears to be, like the party which he repre- 
sents, as on theeve of an explosion. When 
in the tribune his woras come thick and 
fast, as if charged with electric force. But 
his oratory bas also, unfortanately, another 
element in contmon with electricity—the 
spark of his fire once emitted, one looks in 
vain for the trace of the current. M. 
Clemenceau, indeed, is more a man to be 
listened to asa briliiant and audacious pub- 
lic speaker than to be followed asa great 
party leader. As the recognized chief 
of that party who have baptized 
themselves with the name of 
**Intransigeants’’—a name borrowed from 
the title of Henri Rochfort’s newspaper—M. 
Clemenceau is, however, unquestionably a 

wer. Although he represents but a small 
raction of the KepuDlican party, this small 
fraction has been more influential in aeter- 
mining the policy of the Republic than all the 
combined forces of its monarcnhical and cler!i- 
calenemies. In reality it has been Clemen- 
ceau and his party whonhave made and un- 
made ministries. It is due to the bold at- 
tacks and powerful influence of the ‘‘Intran- 
Sigeants’’ thatone ministry after another 
since McMahon’s: downfall has been obliged 
to give way to a more radical successor. 

M. Clemenceau is unquestionably the 
doughtiest champion of the Left. 
excels in the rejoinder; but is more refined, 
more @elicate, more polished and moreover, 
he is more independent of bis deities in 
achieving hisena.

School he met Miss Plummer, fel! in love, 
proposed and wap accepted. He at once re- 
turned to France’ and consulted his father, 
who was still living a040 wasa man of wealth, 
His father approved the match. Quickly the 
young Frenchman returned to New Yor« for 
the ceremony. ™M. Clemenceau had been 
reared with hatred for the Catholic Church 
and a dislike of ali religious ceremonies. He 
oh ye that the wedding should be per- 
ormed by a civil Officer, and the young 
people wgre united by A. Oakey Hall, who 
was then Mayor otf New York. 

Mme. Clemenceatl became one of the most 
accomplished women in France. Her bome 
in the suburbs of Paris had about it many 
evidences of American taste and customs 
and has been the pleasant resort of many 
people from the United States. 

The scandal which preceded the Clemen- 
ceau divorce is too freshinthe public mind 
to require any special reference. ‘The decree 
of divorce was granted Mme. Clemenceau in 
March of the present year. With her three 
children she is now living in America. 


LOVE, ABDUCTION AND SUICIDE, 


A Story From Scotland Which Surpasses 
Legenda of the Wild West. 

New YorK, Dec. 21.—The London cor- 
respondent of a morning paper relates a 
story of abduction that recently occurred in 
Scotiand which rivals in dramatic interest 
and romantic inciaents anything of the kind 


that has ever happened in the wild Westof 
America. The story 1s of a young lady named 
Edith Balley, the daughter of a wealthy 
London merchant, who was visiting at 
Hawick, Scotland, when she suddenly and 
unaccountabily disappeared. The young 
lady’s friends searched everywhere for her, 
but in vain, and she was finally given up for 
dead. The other day she reappeared, aud 
this is the story of her adventures as discov- 
ered by the police. 

There is a sanitarium a couple of miles out- 
side the town for people in the first stages of 
consumption. Among the men empioyed 
about the grounds wasa young man named 
George Adair. He was20 years old, hardly 
able to read or write, and was not considere:! 
elther wise orcunning. He fell in love with 
Miss Batley, whotsa particularly handsome 
girl. He realized that the young lady was so 
far above him in the social scale that he had 
nothingto hope for unless he could secure 
some unusual advantage. As he confessed 
afterwards, and was no doubt honest in his 
statements and beliefs, he determined to 
abduct and imprison her, and hoped she 
would learn to love him when she realized 
how much he loved her. Two miles away in 
the mountains was an old drift or tunnel 
which had been driven for a distance of forty 
feet and then abandoned. The entrance was 
hidden by vinesand bushesand everybody 
about the neighbornuood seemed to have for- 
gotten the place. 

Adair cleared this out, and one afternoon 
succee died tn carrying off Miss Balley when 
she had fallen asleepona sunny bank over 
the rock. As she was being carried across 
the field she recognized Adairas an employe 
of the sanitarium. Metalked to her as he 
hurried along, saying he meant her no harm, 
and was only trying to win a wager made 
witha friend. On the far sideofthe cleared 
fleld she made such a fight that he had to put 
her down, and she also got the handkerchief 
clear of ber mouth. Then he threatened her 
with death if she raised an alarm, and she 
walked the rest of te way to the cave. He 
had furnished the opening with a Trude but 
stout door, and as soonas she was safe in- 
side he returned to his work, and no one 
noticed his absence. That night he returned 
to the cave and explained to iss Bailey why 
he had carried her omf.-While there was 
nothing of the villain about him, he proved 
to be. so obstinate and pig-headed that the 
situation was almost as bad. He was re- 
spectful and boorishly tender, Dut very de- 
termined. 

Jt washe who got her trunk, desiring to 
make her more comfortable... Adair visited 
the cave only once in twenty-four hours, 
about 9o’cilock at night. He provided his 
prisoner witha lamp, gave herall the news 
fn the case, asithappened, and seemed to 
be delighted overthe accounfs in the news.- 
papers. Herfare was a part of that with 
which he was supplied, supplemented by 
some iuxuries he bought in the village. He 
usually remained from 10to 12.

Then he was broughtto see 
that the banns must be published and cer- 
tain forms complied with, and that a legal 
marriage with her, a prisoner, was tmpos- 
sible. Although made desperate by his own 
stupidity he would not give up the tdea, and 
thus passed.a second week. Miss Balley had 
not been a passive prisoner during the fort- 
night. She had gone over the place time 
and time again, hoping to find some weak 
point to begin operations upon, but had 
found no encouragement. The timber 
used for door-frames were massive and 
set against solid rock, and the door 
would have defiled . stouter arms and 
better tools than she could bring to 
bear on It. At the beginning of the third week 
Adair became sullen and morose, and she be- 
gan to fear him. On Wednesday night of that 
week he proposed that they secretly leave 
the neighborhood for the coast, ana on 
reaching it, take a shipfor America. She 
had some money inthe safe at the sanitari- 
um, but he could not get it, and had none of 
his own. 

He did not come on Thursday night, but the 
next evening he threatened tharif she did not 
bring forward some plan within a couple of 
days to solve the difficulty he would murder 
her. If he could not marry her no one else 
should. There was no questionin her mind 
but that he had become Uaft and dangerous.

She commanicated with her master, 
and he with the ui#ective, who was stillat the 
place, sndthatevening \dair was followed 
to the caveand Miss Bailey rescued. The 
young man was arreste’ and thrown into 

rison, and it became evident that he had 
ost his mind and could not be held legally 
responsible. After a medical commission 
had pronounced on his case he was sent to an 
asylum. Mr. Bailey anid his daughter went 
home, and those who still lingered had 
ceased totalk of the case when a cilmax toit 
came. Adair escaped irom the asylum, re- 
turned to the sanitarium, proceeded to the 
room formerly occupied by »iiss Bailey and 
there committed suicide by - cutting his 
throat.

PROFFERS OF PLACES MADE BY THE 
PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


Senator Carlisle of Kentucky Said to 
Have Been Offered the Treasury Post 
~Don M. Dickinson for Secretary of 
State—Democratic Prospects in Wyom- 
ing Brighter—Notes. 


Wasarrorow, D. 0., Dec. 21.—Senator Car- 
isle of Kentucky, it is said by his friends, has 
been asked to accept the office of Secretary 
ofthe Treasury in the Cabinet of President 
Cleveland. President-elect Cleveland is re- 
ported to have asked Mr. Carlisle to take this 
position soon, after the election. To the 
President-elect it seems there are many ele- 
ments in the makewp of the Kentuckian 
which peculiarly fit him for that position. 
From what the friends of Mr. Carlisle say, it 
is apparent that the idea controlling Mr. 
Cleveland wheii ‘he offered the place to Mr. 
Carlisle was that Mr. Carlisle’s familiarity 
with the finances, his conservative and care- 
ful mind, and hfs ‘intimate acquaintance also 
with the tarif’ would make him peculiarly 
usefulasa guide for a House that should 
have the Treastry with it in preparing any 
measure of reyehue reform. 

Another political story is that Don M. Dick- 
ingon is to be Secretary of State. Mr. Dick- 
ingon has been inthe city for several days, 
but refuses to discuss political matters. His 
friends, however, say that Mr. Cleveland has 
@@ered Mr. Dickinson the State portfolio. 
They also say he has worked very assiduous- 
ly for the success of the Democratic party, is 
arising manin the Western States, is per- 
sonally acquainted with Democratic poll- 
ticlans throughout the country and has given 
considerable study to international ques- 
tions. 

The Cabinet makers idle no time away. 
They are busy just now with names from the 
Southern section of the country. Aside 
from the talk ot John G. Car- 
lisle of Kentucky for Secretary 


ofthe Treastry, James B. Eustis of Louisi- 
ana, James MH. Blount of Georgia and Hilary 
A. Herbert of Alabama, are much talked of 
as likely to be considered by Mr. Cleveland 
when he selects his official advisers. Ex- 
Senator Eustis is thought to possess excep- 
tional qualifications for the business of 
the State Department. While In the Senate 
he served on the Foreign Committee and ied 
his party when diplomatic matters were un- 
Ger consideration. He is a traveled and an 
accomplished man, a linguistand a lecturer 
on international law. He criticised Mr. 
Cleveland as President and was not at first 
among the frequent callers at the White 
House, but tuwards the endof Mr. Cleve. 
land’s term the President and Mr. Eustis 
came toa highappreciation of each other. 
If not taken into the Cabinet it is thought by 
his friends that Mr. Eustis will be made Min- 
ister to France. He yy ana writes Freach 
like a native, knows Paris as wellas he does 
New Orleans, and is personally acquainted 
with the leading men.of France. 

Mr. Biount is rounding out twenty years of 
continuous service in the House. He declined 
renomination last fall, and unless calied to 
some responsible post by Mr. Cleveland will 
return tothe practice of law at Macon, Ga 
after March4. He is 55 and in vigorous health. 
He is Chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, Dut his most notable work in 
Congress has been done as Chairman of the 
Post-Office Committee. His friends connect 
his name with the Postmaster-Generalship. 

Mr. Herbert of Alabama, has been prom!.- 
nently identified with the House Naval Com- 
mittee since the beginning ofthe relhapbilita- 
tion of the navy. He ably seconded Mr. Whit- 
ney’s programme for bullding new ships,and 
he has achered, sometimes against stout op- 

ition, to that progressive policy. Mr. 
erbert is Chairman of the Naval Committee. 
Like Mr. Blount he will retire from Convwres 
sional life voluntarily March4. His friends 
think he would make an acceptable successor 
to Secretary Tracy. The relations between 
Mr. Herbert and Mr. Whitney are close. 
which fact, the Cabinet makers say, must not 
be lost sight of, 

The Committee on Inaugural Ceremonies, 
composed of prominent Democrats of the 
District of Columbia, held a meeting to-night 
for the purpose of electing officers. Much 
contention arose when the Chatrman of the 
committee, Mr. Barrett, increased the mem 
bership of the committee appointed by Mr. 
Harrity of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee to take charge of the inaugural cere- 
monies of President-elect Cleveland, and re- 
sultedin the withdrawal of two members, 
Messrs. Henry E. Davis and George E. Ham- 
ilton, from further participation in the ses- 
sions of this body. 


POLITICAL NOTES. 


DEMOCRATS WIN A POINT IN THE WYOMING 
CONTEST. 


CHEYENNE, Wy0oO., Dec. 21.—The Democrats 
won another point yesterday in the Supreme 
Court. The Republicans induced the Demo- 
crats to include the Governorship in the 
mandamus proceedings. The court decided 
that the Governor need not be a party to the 
suit against the State Canvassing Board. 
The court also stated that it would not go 
into the merits of the Hanna Precinct in

Fort Reno has not yet been called 
upon for troops, but an unofficial announce- 
ment says that the Indian bucks of the 
blanket tribes are dancing, while the 
women are starving. The rations were 
not nearly enough fora calm winter, 


not to speak of the’ sort of weather that is 
now prevailing. Inone place ten Indians in 
one tepee have had but ten pounds of meat 
for overa week, with heavy soggy bread, 
and no coffee or other stimulant. here are 
many sick inthe tribes who are dying rapid- 
ly, while the settlers who came inon the 
Arapahoe lands are suffering for lack of cloth- 
ingand food. They have lost all of their 
stock by cold or starvation, and the outlook 
for theirown safety Is gloomy. It 1s cold all 
over the Territory and a regular bDiizzard gale 
has been blowing for several days with fine 
sifting snow. No colder weather has been 
experienced in many years.

All this would be bad enough ifit involved 
only the question of the Senate’s political 
complexion. It is immeasurably worse, be- 
cause itisanopen attempt by moneyed in- 
tereststo override the popular will and to 
prevent legislation which the peo- 
ple have twice, with increasing em- 
phasis, decreed. Whether Democrats or 
Republicans control the Government legisia- 
tion is of small consequence in comparison 
withthe more vital question whether the 
American people are to rule by thetr votes or 
are to beruled by legislators purchased by 


organized monopoly. 
That vital question is directing public 


attention more and more to the method of 
selecting Senators, which makes the pur- 
chase of seats in the interest of monopoly 
easy. When the control of the Senate and 
the execution of the popular will through 
that control depend upon the action ofa 
few Legislatures in which the choice of 
Senators depends again upon the will of 
a few legislators the problem of obtaining 
itis rendered simple for organized mo- 
nopoly. Opportunity is afforded it to con- 
centrate ‘‘influence’’ at a few vital points. 
Both the opportunities and accidents of 
politics favor them and endanger the in- 
terests of the people. Senators should be 
chosen directly by the people of the States 
on the national issues with which the Sen- 
ate must deal. 
oe 
THE CAUSE OF IT. 


The miost favorable construction in the 
Foerstel defalcation to be put upon the 
conduct of officials charged with the duty 
of guarding the City Treasury is that 
stupidity and culpable neglect combined 
to render them wholly inefficient in the 
performance of their proper functions. 
That the Treasury owas’ involved 
in transactions which should have 
excited strong suspicion and _ led 
to investigation a month ago is a matter of 
public notoriety. How far actual know- 
ledge of wrong-doing extended, whether it 
was shared by those whose imperative 
duty it was toact upon it, and whether 
others are involved in young Foerstel’s 
crime are matters to be determined by 
searching investigation. 

The office upon whose conduct the most 
serious reflection now rests is that of 
Comptroller Stevenson. The law is plain 
and the system of checks provided for pre- 
venting or immediately discovering a 
shortage in the Treasury is adequate, yet 
the shortage has occurred and despite an 
official investigation the theft was only 
made known by suicide and an attempt to 
burn the evidence of the crime. When 
warned of suspicious circumstances in the 
Treasurer’s office some time ago Comp- 
troller Stevenson boasted of the adequacy 
of the law and the system of checks. He 
persisted in his boast on the edge of reve- 
lation. Heis condem®Ded out of his own 
mouth, for the better the law and the 
check system the greater is the blame 
resting on his office. His chief deputy 
pronounces condemnation on him by con- 
fessing that the plain mandate of the law 
had been neglected for months, 

A peculiar feature of the situation is that 
the dates of occasional compliance with 
the law providing for the examination of 
the Treasurer’s office and the cancellation 
of the coupons were made known in ad- 
vance. The Treasurer and his assistants 
knew when they would be called upon for 
a full accounting and preparation could be 
made forit, Through this knowledge Ed 
Foerstel evaded exposure until evasion 
was no longer possible and then attempted 
to destroy all traces of his defalcation by 
incendiarism. His suicide followed the 
failure of this plan and may be laid to the 
same cause. 

The similarity of circumstances under 
which this defalcation and that of Noland 
in the State Treasury were accomplished 
is striking. Noland was enabled to con- 
tinue his felonies by the Governor’s neg- 


lect to enforce a law which was signed by 


the Governor himself, just as Foerstel con- 
tinued his thieving operations through 
the negligence of other officials. Why 
pass laws and provide safeguards if offi- 
cials neglect them? Why charge officials 
with the guarding of funds, if they persist 
paprere drei wirtrphanen and fail to 

their sworn dutiest 

The fault is tot fn. the law eid Dh the bn 
cution of the law.

A large crowd of his friends and aa- 
mirers were on the steamer to bid bim adieu. 

He only recovered slightly from the severe 
attack of Sunday, and is still in a state of ex- 
treme weakness, in which he has little 
thought of what fs taking place about him. 
Another attack that would still further re- 
duce his vitality is, of course, to be feared, 
though itis hopedto avert one, and even 
should the very best happen and he rapidly 
recover, it will be some time before his re- 
moval can be given the slightest considera- 
tion.

DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


CANADIAN RECIPROCITY NEGOTIATIONS STILL 
DRAGGING. 


TORONTO, Ont., Dec. 21.—In an article re- 
viewing reciprocity negotiations between 
Canada and the United States the Globe 
(Liberal) says: ‘‘If the controversy between 
the Fosters shall endure for several 
years it may be that the truth about the 
negotiations will be dragged out. Itis surely 
amost undignified and unbusinesslike way 
of informingthe people of the conference 
which took place. Nothing is to be gained by 
declaring that the American commission cut 
as poora figure in the controversy as our 
own. They have received their dismissal 
from the American people. Ours are unfor- 
tunately stilliin power, still capable of mis- 
representing us and obstructing the progress 
of negotiations. 

Matters pertaining to the settlement of the 
Northwestern Canadian Territory are receiv- 
ing increased attention from the different 
railway*and steamship companies having 
their headquarters in thiscity. One of the 
gentlemen who took part in the conference 
held in this city last November says they are 
only waiting to know what policy the Dom- 
inion Government will adopt in this very im- 
portant question, and when it is announced 
he feels that by the combined efforts of the 
Ottawa authorities and the big railway and 
several steamship companies, Canada will be 
flied up with surprising rapidity. 


MEXICAN MATTERS. 


STATE TREATURER OF PUEBLO SHORT A QUAR- 
TER OF A MILLION. 

OIry OF MEXICO, Dec, 21.—The defalcation 
in the Puebio State Treasury turns out to be 
larger than was at first reported. It is saia 
that persons high in authority are implicated 
in the affair. The money stolen exceeds 
$250,000. An investigation is now proceedirg. 

The hearing Of the appeal of Col. Hernan- 
dez, under sentence of death for the part he 
is alleged to have taken in the Garza tnsur- 
rection, has been postponed owin« tothe 
illness Of Gen. Juan Mendoza, President of 
the Supreme Court. 

It was learned yesterday that Cecilio 
Salinas, Who was sentenced to-day to three 
years’ imprisonment by the Federal Court at 
San Antonio, Tex., for violation of the United 
States neutrality laws, spent several months 
in Monterey and at other points in Mexico, 
working Up & Sentiment for the revolutionary 
movement which was fecently started on the 
Rio Grande border. He is known to have dis- 
tributed secretly a large amount of revolu- 
tionary literature in the different military 
camps in Northern Mexico. Me is believed 
to have secured many adherents to the cause 
among the army who stand ready to join 
the movement the moment the time arrives 
for the uprising and invasion. 

It bas also been authoritively learned | 
that Julian Flores, who commanded one of 
the divisions Of Garza’s revolutionary army, 
had the boldness to vigit the City-of Mexico, 
where he is believed to have had secret con- 
ferences with the leaders of the Clerical 
party, which has been so severely oppressed 
ander President Diag*; 

News from Ecy 
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The Prefect of the Province of Cordillera, 
yhas receive information of a con- 

spiracy among the Chirigueno Indians, who 
are located sixty miles south of Rpg seo It 
is reported that there are 8,000 
banded together ready to start & révolation. 
An expedition has been sent by the Govern- 
ment to quell any uprising. 

The provinces of Chiquita and Velasco on 
the Brazilian frontier are threate by 
bandits. Prefect Romero at the head of sixty 
armed men has marched out tocapturs them. 

While Panama scandals are being un- 
earthed in Paris. the Congress of Colombia, 
in anticipation of a speedy return to earnest 
work on the enterprise, hag gone into extra 
session for the purpose, among nar things, 
of placing in the hands of the executive the 
power to contract witha new company with- 
out further reference to that body.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


FREXCH WORLD’S FAIR EXHIBITS—ANARCHIST 
SENTENCED. 

Paris, Dec. 21.—It is the opinion tn art cir- 
cles here that the recent resignation of M. 
Antonio Proust, the French art commissioner 
for the Chicago Exposition, will not injure the 
art interests of the fair, but on the contrary 
will probably improve them. From the first 
M. Proust’s appointment was very unpopular 
here in certain art circles, and especially 
among the members of the old Salon. WM. 


Proust has not taken much interest in bis | 


work since the nomination by the Government 
last summer ofanart jury for Chicago took 
all power out of his hands. But wiiat 
really decided Proust to resign was not, as he 
avers, implication inthe Panama affair, but 
that M. Jules Siegfried, who was not friendly 
to M. Proust’s appointment, has become 
Minister of Commerce, aad consequently ex- 
officio will be Chicago Commissioner.

ANARCHIST SENTENCED. 

VIENNA, Dec. 21.—An Anarchist named 
Friedlander, who had made himself objec - 
tionable tothe police and the law-abiding 
portion of the population by his speeches ad- 
vocating robbery and dynamite outrages,has 
been senienced to eighteen months imprison- 
ment for a particularly violent speech he 
made a short time ago. 


KILLED BY DACOITs. 

BOMBAY, Dec. 21.—Advices received from 
Rajatote, capital of the State of that name, 
report an encounter bDetween a body of 
Dacoits anda force of native policemen un- 
der command of British military officers. 
Lieut. Gordon of the BomDay Lancers and 
four policemen were killed. No mention Is 
made ofthe loss sustained by the Dacolts.

Jorim, Mo., Dec. Layniiam Simmons 
was arrested at the thcifte’ of his brother in 
this city Monday night ena warrant charg- 
ing tim with having *mutdered Miss Lola 
Noel, daughter of Mr,,an& Mrs. Noel, who 
live near the station of.Lanagan, on the 
south bank of the ne River in McDon- 
‘ald County. 

On Wednesday, the 7th of December, Wm. 
Simmons,an employe oY the Picher White- 
lead Works, boarded, tlie morning south- 
bound Splitiog train: and went to Lanagan, 
one mile 6astof which piace Iive Mr. and 
Mrs. Sidney Holly. Mrs. Holly is a sister of 
Lala Noel, the murdered girl. Simmons 
went to the Holly farm to visit for a few 
Gays. About one yéar ago Simmons, who 
was @ fagitive from Joplin for having four- 
ished a gah and resisted an officer, visited in 
the Indian Territory and while there he met 
Lila Noel, who was visiting at the home of 
her sister. When Simmons arrived 
at the Holly. home, Miss Noel 
was there. Saturday. Dec. 10, 
atéa.m., Mr. and Mrs. Holly left home to 
visita neighbor across the river. They in- 
tended to return at night, but during the day 
the river became swollen and they remained 
away unth Sunday, Dec. ll. Returning they 
found the house deserted, Simmons and Lulu 
both gone. They felt no alarm, as they 
thought Simmons haa probably returned to 
Joplin and Miss Noel to the home of her 
parents, Which is on the south side of the 
Cowskin abotta mile from Hollys. The 
wext Gay it was learned that she had not re- 
turned home and it was supposed that she 
had gone to Joplin with Simmons snd thence 
to WebD City to visit an uncle, as she had 
talked of Going once before. Friday, the 
16th, came and the girl had not returned nor 
had anything been heard from her. 

Growing wumeasy Mr. Holly and Lulia’s 
father came to Joplin to learn from Simmons 
where she had gone. They met Simmons on 
the street and asked him where Lula was. 
He evinced much surprise and declared that 
he did not Know if she wasn’tat home. Sim- 
mons made the following statement: 

**T left Lula about 4 o0’clock Saturday after- 
noon, the 10th. She said thatshe was going 
home. lLasked her how she would get across 
the river. She said she would call to her 
cousin (her uncle itves onthe south bank of 
the Oowsekin and near the river) and he would 
row the boat across for her. I left her and 
walked to Lanagan, where I tookthe train 
for Joplin.’’ 

During the conversation Simmons svug- 
gested that Lula might have fallen in the 
river. Astreetcarriage came driving down 
the street toward them and he seemed to be 
apprehensive. He inquired nervously what 
that carriage was coming for. Mr. Noel and 
Mr. Holly, suspécting that all was not right, 
andtakingacue from Simmon’s suggestion 
that Miss Noel might have fallen in the river, 
they returned home, and on Saturday, Dec. 
17, a party was formed to dr«g the river in 
search of Lula’s body. 

About ll o’clock in the morning her body 
was found. Examination by competent 
physicians disclosed the fact that her neck 
had been broken by a blow with a blunt in- 


strument ontheleft side of her head, just 
above the temple, which had also fractured 
the s«ull, although the rea bine. not cut, 
but was badly bruised. ine fascinator 
was wrapped about her head. had left 
her hat on the bed at Holly’s.  ~ ation 
disclosed that when Simmons left Holly’s or 
the vicinity he had walked to Lanagan.
